Report of Board of Trustees of Trust 
Funds 


Ryrt, New Hampsuire, February 2, 1931. 





To the Citizens and Tax Payers of the Town of Rye: 


On October 22, 1930, occurred the sudden and unexpected 
death of Mr. Willard A. Trefethen, a member of this board 
and its treasurer from its beginning. His associates bear sin- 
cere tribute to his faithful and conscientious work on this 
board. 

Four Cemetery Trusts aggregating $453.82 have been added 
since our last report: $339.65 from income has been paid the 
trustees of Rye Public Library and $346.00 the trustees of 
Central Cemetery. 

During the year the trustees have transferred to the prin- 
cipal amount of each interested trust certain increments to 
principal which have been realized through the paying off of 
United States Bonds at par, which bonds had been purchased 
at less than par. In the case of five other trusts where the 
principal has been invested in United States Bonds at small 
premiums, such premiums have been charged against the 
original principal amounts and the same will be amortized 
eradually from income. 

Three thousand five hundred and fifty dollars of Trust Funds 
is invested in United States Bonds; $3,576.86 is on deposit 
in Rockingham County Savings Banks, and $10,500 in Town 
of Rye notes,—a total of $17,626.86. A tabulated report is 
presented herewith.

Report of the Superintendent 


To the School Board of Rye: 


I have the honor to submit, herewith, my first report as 
superintendent of your schools: 


That school district which retains its teaching staff intact 
for several years is assured of steady progress in the efficiency 
of its schools. Rye is fortunate in this regard, for the same 
teachers served your schools this year as did in 1928-1929. 
Thus the period of adjustment, which takes place when pupil 
and teacher must become acquainted, ts eliminated. 

The standing of your schools and the quality of their work is 
assured by the program of testing which has been undertaken 
this year. Tests in general ability have been given which de- 
termine, as accurately as is possible, the amount and quality 
of work of which each pupil is capable. Knowing this, it is 
much easier to arrange the schedule of each individual pupil 
in accord with his individual needs. In the final analysis 
all true teaching must seek its results in the pupil himself. 

It is particularly gratifying to notice the increased interest 
of the children themselves in their work. The attendance 
honor roll reflects this interest, for we find this roll including 
thirty-five names, whereas that of the year 1928-29 showed but 
sixteen. Again the percent of attendance increased by two. 
This year’s record of 96.26% is far above the state average. 

Cadet teachers were again employed in the Junior High 
School. While it would be better to have qualified teachers 
throughout, the results, expense considered, are fairly satis- 
factory. I believe Rye has been fortunate in its cadet teachers 
this year. 

Portsmouth will soon have its new Junior High School 
ready. While I believe the work of our school is all that could 
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reasonably be expected, certain advantages pertain to attend- 
ance at a larger school. Teachers, having lighter teaching 
loads than is possible in small schools, are enabled to devote 
more time to each individual class. A wider range of courses 
gives the pupil a better opportunity to find that study for 
which he is best fitted and from which he can secure the 
greatest benefit. As Rye does not have a complete High School 
of its own and its pupils must attend another, the sooner 
contact is made with this second school—within reasonable 
limits—the better for the pupil. It therefore seems for the 
best interests of our pupils that they be sent to Portsmouth 
High School at the beginning of the tenth grade. Particularly 
is this true as the organization on that city is to be of the 
6-3-3 plan. 

The work in music is to be commended. Especially during 
the current year has the interest of the pupils increased. In 
the Junior High School glee clubs have been formed at the 
pupils’ own request. Your children are learning to appreciate 
music and enjoy singing. Is this not after all, the chief object 
of music instruction in the public schools? 

The establishemnt of an ungraded school would greatly 
aid the progress of your pupils. In this school all instruction 
would be individual, assuring a more steady advance for all 
pupils. The course of study would also be liberalized so that 
each pupil might develop his own special gifts. In this school 
pupils having difficulty in one subject would not have the prog- 
ress of their entire year’s work placed in jeopardy thereby. 
Promotion would be by subjects—not by grades. Pupils 
absent from school for a prolonged period would be allowed 
to enter this ungraded school temporarily until through 
individual effort they have arrived at the point where their 
advancement and that of the class are on a level. In this way, — 
prospective failures of pupils, through absence or lack of 
adaptability to particular subjects, may be avoided. As each ° 
failure costs the town of Rye between eighty-five and ninety 
dollars, it is evident that any extra cost involved will be com- 
pensated for by a lessening of failures. The repeaters in Rye 
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for the year 1928-29 numbered 16 and for the year 1929-30 
there were 17. This number should not be as large. This plan 
would not necessitate the employing of any additional teachers, 
although one specially trained for this work would be needed. 
I wish to express my appreciation of the kindly advice and 
help given me by the school.board and of the uniformly 
pleasant contacts with the people of the town of Rye.
